Another man : But ſtill 7diſcernenough on't, to make my heart ake. 
Pray'e forgive me this Digreſlion. 

He blunders, in the next Paragraph, at ſomething, asif he would 
hint to the Reader that Z'Eftrange has plaid Fackor both ſides : Now 
in good truth, Doctor, I never had that ſhifting Faculty ; and Idare 
Appeal to my moſt malicious Enemies to fay that ever I falter'd in 
my Duty to my Sovereign, in any kind, or degree whatſoever. And 
1 can ſafely affirm, that in Thought, Word, or Deed, | did never 
ſo much as Countenance any diſloyal Pretext toward his Majeſty.

So that the Diſſenters are not excluded any Publiqne Service, 
but ſubjefted to the Rules, .and Orders of «Authority, -and not to Act 
beyond That Sphere, any otherwiſe then by their Prayers, and good 
wiſhe;, andthe word REFORMATION not ſomuch as mention'd 
in the Caſe, 

But now Sir let me look to my ſelf, for I think, ( ſays he ) no man in 
bs Right wits will conceive L*Eſtrange knows what he ſays; and he won-

And This does the Malevolent 
ſplcen-of B.W. interpret only a Feer, and Scoff, in contradidcti- 
on tothe Sexſe and Proof of the whole I ation : And fo he calls it.a 
Flurt at your Name, to preſage that Time ſhall render your Name 'as 
Famous to Poſterity ( Pa.21:) as your Virtue has made it to the preſent Ge- 
neration.

” ok Fayours the Papsſts, »Lefſens the: Blot,” Diſparages the 
Witneſſes, and Arraigns the Govennment::| And all this ſerves onlyas 
a ({ommon-place to work, upon, when any man is to be render*dOdious 
to the People: For *tisa thing eaſily ſayd, greedily fwallow'd ; of Vi0- 
lent Operation, and hard to be dsſprov'd ; which is a very great diſad- 
yantage,. when a man comes.to/be, arraign'difor his Thoughts, with- 
out any poſſibzlity of clearing himſelf. It.is a thing that extreamly 
Confounds, and eMiſleads us in This Aﬀeair, the Governing of our 
ſelves by the (ommon Forms of ſpeaking, and according to the Yulgar 
underſtanding of the matter in hand. As for the purpoſe ; we make a 
Favourer of the Plot ; a Favourer of Popery, anda Favourer of Papiſts 
to ſignify, for the moſt part, one and the ſame Thing ;; And *tis no 
matter which comes out Firſt, when we would throw Dirtat a man: 
Whereas in Truth, and Equity, there is a great difference, 'betwixt 
them ; as will betterappear by taking them apart, and diſtinguiſh- 
ing the One from the Other. 

By the Papsſts is properly intended the whole Party among us of 
That Perſwaſwun. By Poperys the Opinions, or Religion of That Party. 
By the Plot, is to be underſtood, the Conſpiracy ; which. is, a Third 
Conſideration, ſeparate from the Other Two. So that a man may be 
a Favourer of the Plot, againſt the King and Government, and yet an 
Enemy to the Opinion of the Papiſts, and to the Party; For we ſee, 
That the ſame Deſigne has been formerly Carry'd on, and Executed 
by men of Oppoſite Fudgements. - And.likewiſe a-man may have a 
Kinaneſſe for the Opinion, and yet be an Enemy tothe Plor; As (in 
Deſpite of Detraction ), we have ſeen many-Inſtances: And Laſt- 
ly, a man may have a Tenderneſſe and Charity for the Party, without 
Leaning at all to the Opixion, and with a perfect dereſtarion of the 
Exeorall Confederacy. [ Well DoCtor, but you will tell me that This 
Popiſh Plot is.a Complicated Plot ;, and not barely a Plot upon the Go- 
vernment, but a Plat alſo ſupported upon Popsſh Prixciples,and carry'd 
on by a Popiſh Party, for the Extirpation of the Proteſtant Religion. It 
is not Sir, to extenuate the Guile, and the Foxlneſſe of This Plot, if 
I tell you, that the Fanatical Revolution matcht it in every poant. 
There was, Firſt, a Confederacy ; and then, a Deſign layd : a Change 
of Government reſolv'd, the Lawfullneſſe of t Debated, and eAſſerted ; | 
and the Inſtruments that carry'd it on, werethe;Fanaticdl Party: And : 
all Terminated in the Snppreſſion of the Proteſtant Religion : That is, 
to ſay, if the Church of England was Proteſtant : Or it Otherwiſe,and 
if they that deſiroy'd This Glorious Church were Proteſtants , _ 

ELVES 
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felves, from ſuch Proteſtants good Lord deliver us. But you will tay, Sir, 
that Prelacy, ({eremonyes, Habits, and ſet Forms of Prayer are not to, 
be accounted matters of Religion. | beſeech you, Sir, what Religien 
is there in a eſſe of Forriage ;, or in looking ont at the Window to lee 
what a (lock, 'tis ? And yet i take it to be a very material T1 ranſgre/- 
ſion in point of Religion, to throw That Porridge in the faceot my 
Father, in the One caſe, or to refuſe upon his command, to look out 
at the Window on the Other. For Religion conliſts in Dome, as well 
as Behieving, andin the Conſervation of Unity, and Order. The Re- 
ſemblance bertwixt the Face and the Glaſſe, 1s {carce liker then theſe 
TwoCaſes ;, and I donot know why the ſame way of Reaſoning may not 
hold as well too,upon things ſo agreeing betwixt Themſelves. The 
Popiſh Plot is Impious, for ſo much as concerns the deſtroying of the 
King, and the laying of the Nation in Confuſion, and bloud; And fo 
was the Schiſmaticall Plot too, And This isa poynt that all men, 
even of all Perſwaſions in Religion; that have either Honour,or Brains 
willeaſily accord. But yow'l fy that This Plot is prov'd by Witneſſes, 
and Z«dgments ;, and give me leave, Doctor, to tell you, that the O- 
ther was alſo prov'd, by. Fatt, and the Final Execution of a Fore-layd 
Deſign. Well, but youl ſay Sir, that the Feſuirs Princip'es are Bloudy, 
and Danzercus: As That of Keeping no Faith with Heretiques ; and the 
Dottrine of Abſolving Subjetts from their Ob:dijence to ſuch Princes. 
Theſe are Hell:;ſh Poſuions "ris true ; but in the Hiſtory of our Late 
Troubles, and in That of the Kirks Troceedinzs in Scotland, you l find 
theſe Maxims taught in the very Schools, and Pulp:rs; Nay, and war- 
ranted too, by the molt Eminent Srares-men and Divines: and not 
only ſo ; but authoriz'd by General eAfſemblyes, and the Yores, and 
Declarations of a Mock: Repreſentative of the C,mmons of England. Nay 
and it went further yet; for all theſe d:abolicall I!lufions were put in 
prattice. They ſouzht the Lord, for a Complement of the Wickedneſle ; 
they put the Kg to Death, as by a Revelation; and glory'd in the 
thing done,as a favourable Diſpenſation of Providence. Once again, 
Sir, There were none but Pap:ſts ( you'l ſay ) in Thzs I bo : there 
were none but Schiſmatiques 1n the Other; ſothat vou ſee the ſtreights 
of the Church of Exgland, betwixt thele two Extreames ; and the 
Danger is as mortal on the Right hand as on the Left. And give me 
leave tothink Doctor, that as the Danger 1s Equall, ſo the eAffliftion 
is much birrerer, from thoſe of our Own Family, then from ſtrangers , 
the- Prophet David himſelf ſfeemfd to ſtagger a little under the 
weight of it : If it had been an Open Enemy, he could have born ir, but 
to be wounded by Thoſe, with whom he had taken {ounſell, and 
D walkt 
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walkt in the Houſe of God as Friends ;, This wasthe almoft Inſuppor- 
table Aggravatienof 'his Calamity. In fine, both Plors, and Partys 
were |ntluenc'd alike by Fallacies, and Impoſftures both in Religion, and: 
State. 3 a + | 
From This Parallel, if you pleaſe Sir, I will proceed to an Appli- 
cation of what is Paſt, to our preſent Uſe, and purpoſe. could wiſh 
that every man that hadany part whatſoever in the promoting, in- 
flaming, or upholding of our Late Troubles, would now upon This 
Occafion lay his hand upon his Heart, and tell his Story : What a 
rariety of Errours and Corruptions would This Tale, truly told, af- 
ord us. ' | 
Alas, I was but young (ſays one ) and meerly drawn in;, I meant no 
more Hurt to the King ( God knows ) thento my own Heart, Cries A- 
nother. Theytold me the King was gotten into the Papiſts hands, and that 
they only intended to bring him back to bis Parliament : But when I was 
once In, there was no getting Qut again. Inever thought ( fays a Third) 
that it would have gone ſo farr; but I ſhould have been well enough content 
to bave ſeen ſome Grievances Redreſt, One had a Father, or a Son on the 
Kings ſide, and he took the Other, to ſave ſtakes. Some were frighted 
into the Cauſe by Stories of German Horſe , Maſſacres, &c. Iwas in 
the Parliament-quarters, and my Eſtate muſt have gone for't, if I had not 
comply d. One had a good Office, a Benefice, or an Eſtate to loſe ; a 
Family to provide for ; Another had a Court-gridg, and took his Re- 
venge, or fought only for Pay, asa Solder of Fortune : And at This 
rate people were hookt in, ſome through weakzeſſe, but with good 
Intention ;, Others, by Intereſt, Fear, or Miſeuided Conſcience, and 
not one man ofa Thouſand that A&ted Originally, againſt the Go- 
vernment, either by alice, or Pig I would have thele people 
that have been thus ſeduc'd themſelves, ſoberly to reflect upon it. 
We are all of usFleſhand Blood alike ; why may not Other m2n be 
miſled as well aswe? Or why ſhould we grudg Orhers the ſame 
meaſures of Tenderneſſe, and Remiſſion, that we our ſelves have re- 
ceived. Well, but thoſe are Papsſts ; and the Otherare Schiſmatigques. 


The Paps/s are men of dangerous Principles, and ſo are the Fanatiques ; 


but then ſome of the Diſſenters are better then Ozher ; and ſo are 
ſome of the Papiſts. If the Papiſts lie unler the Laſh of the Law, fo 
do the Now-( onformiſts;, and in ſhort, This Plot ( we hope ) has 
miſcarry'd, the Other ſucceeded ;, and yet only the Expreſs eMur- 
therers of the King were ſingled out for Exemplary Fuſtice, and all 
the reſt of the Criminals, and Common Atﬀters in the Rebellion were 
yardon d in the Conſpiracy that took effett, Now let me ask you, 

Doctor, 
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Dottor, if you would have the Innocents, Men, Women, and Children 
promiſcuouly expoſed to more Rigoxr in the caſe of a P lor that is ds 
appointed, then the Nocents were on the Other hand, where an Unpa- 
ralleld Rebellion took place. Give me leave now, <1r, to put a 
queſtion ; not to the Reaſon, and Equity of the Thing, but to the 
Conſcience, and Medeſty of the Men : For let the Proſecution, on the 
part of the Government, be never ſo nec:ſſary,there may yet be ſome 
Regard had to the Circumſtances of the t roſecutors. I would have 
thoſe men, I muſt confe(s,that have been ſo Frankly pardon'd, Them- 
ſelves, (even for the (onſummated Deſtruttion of Three Kingdoms, ) be 
a little Tender in preſliag an utter» Extirpation of an Entire Party, 
becauſe of a Conſpiracy , among Some Particulars of That Perſwa- 
ſion ;, and a Con'piracy too, that is cruſht by Providence, in the very 
Egg. What would you think owt, Sir, if you ſhould ſee a Compa- 
ny of fellows that have been in at a hundred Robberyes and Murthers, 
Themſelves, and got their Pardons,and ſtill keep their Bootyes ; what 
would you think, (I fay) to ſee Theſe men, of all Others,the fierceſt 
ſticklers for Extremityes upon Other Felons that had only deſien'd 
the Outrage which they themſelves had aftually accompliſht ? Relides 
Sir, that it ſeems to Carry a very ſuſpicious Countenance to have Thoſe 
men pretend the greateſt zeal for the Safety of the Government, that 
are molt Notoriouſly known to be Diſaffetted to it. And yet uponthe 
Mayn, we finde none ſo eager and prone,as ſome of theſe peopleare, 
to Calumniate the Juſtice of the Nation by Remonſtrances,and Cla- 
morous Addreſſes 1, and by Violent Importunties to Precipitate Councils, 
as who ſhould ſay, We are the Arbitrators of the great Aﬀairs of the 
Government, and take more care of it, then the Government does for 
it Self. Pray'e take notice Doctor, that This is intended only of 
Licencious, and Ilegall Proceedings, with due Sz9m:fion to all Forms, 
Orders, and Reſolutions of State : And that | do not ſpeak of any fort 
of favour. toward Cimirals ;, and more Eſpecially in the matter of 
Sir Eamund 'Bury-Godfrey ;, and this late barbarous Inhumanity up- 
on the | erſon of 1. Arnold; which Ilook upon to be two Inſtances, 
allmoſt Unpardonable : And I do here proteſt before the Living God, if 
T either knew or could make a farther Diſcovery, or if I ever can get the 
means of doing it, 1 would, and I will, ( though the neereſt Friends I have 
in the world ) deliver them up into the hands of the Law. 

Now as there appears ſome affinity betwixt the Caſe, and-Dan- 
ger of both the Extreams, (as to the Government, be plea$d to en- 
torm me Sir, if there may not beallow'd ſome Proportion alſo of Com- 
p.4/ſion from the Government, in the matter of Afitigation, and. Re- 
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drifſe, toward both theſe Partyes. To which opinion I finde my ſelf 


. induced by theſe following Conſiderations, but with great. ready- 
nefle to be overrul'd by betrer Judgements. 


In the Firſt place, DoCtor, we are all of us Chriftians, and can- 
not take a ſurer Meaſure for the Government of our Lives, and att- 
ons, then the precepts, and prattices of Our bleſſed Saviour. He com- 
mands us in the Goſpell, to Bleſle thoſe that Curſe ws, to do good to 
them that Hate us. And Theſe Precepts to his Diſciples, he made 
good upon the Creſſe ;, in praying for his very Crucifyers. Our Savi- 
our reprov'd his i2iſciples for urging him zo call for fire down from 
Heaven: There was no calling Rogue , and Raſcall, but the great 
work of our Redemption was wrought out with Meekreſs, and Patience. 

And there is a regard to be had likewiſe to the matter of Huma- 
nity, as We are all of us Mey, and liable to the ſame Irfirmityes, and 
Errours. It 1s the Condition of being fergiven Our ſelves, the forgiving 
of our N caghbours.; and it concerns thoſe men, of all others, that do 
the moſt need and preſſe for Relaxation, and Mercy, Themſelves, not 
to oppoſe it, in ſome degree to Others. And it is another Conſidera- 
tion, as we are Fellow-ſubjetts and Members of the ſame Community ; 
for all Difſenters from the Rule are. equally liable to a Cheque from 
the Government, and ly under the Same Ty, of Conformsty, and Obe- 
dience. It does not belong to me Sir, to ſpeculate upon Political Ex- 
pediences, one way or another; 1 could otherwiſe tell you how 
much we are Underpeopl'd already, and the greater the Depopulation 
the Deader, upon Neceſlity , muſt be our Trade ; the Circulation of 
Money muſt be Lefſe, our Lands fall, our Commoaityes Iy upon our 
Hands, and our Taxes ſtill run higher : and Conſequently, the leſle 
able ſhall we be dayly, to defend our ſelves, in caſe of a Foreign br- 
waſion: For 'tisa Foolery to talk of any. more Holy Wars, the Hot 
Fit of that Unwarrantable and Romantique Zeal 1s long ſince over,and 
out of the world ; and the Bone of Contention among Princes, is Em- 
pire,. not Religion. If I have ſayd any thing here contrary to Law, 
Conſcience,or Humanity, 1 ſhall ſubmit my ſelf to a Fayr Tryall for't : 
But if I keep my ſelf within the Terms of {hriſtzanty, Humanity,and 
Civill reſpett to my Smperiours,1 do but diſcharge the pert of an Honeſt 
man, and a good Snbjett. 

Here's more work Sir, for. B. W. to-ground an action of Popery 
upon ; and yau have a ſure Cardat a Dead Lift, when he ſtands 
at Yaur Elbow, to help yon out with an Enformation. But ſee DoCt- 


ar, how far, (and no farther) I approve my ſelf in This Paper to be 
an 
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an Advocate for the Papiſts ;, and that is to ſay, juſt ſo far as I am an 
Advocate for Fanatiques ; | wiſh, with my Heart, that the Go- 
vernment were Clear of all Flotters on Both ſides; and that the Peace- 
able, Honeſt Mixture 1n Both Partyes might have as much Eaſe, as may 
ſtand with the Segwrity of the State. Now having thus equally divi- 
ded my Kindneſſe ; it ſhall be {7ofs, or Pile ( if you pleaſe, Doctor, ) 
whether / am a Papift, or a Fanatique, I muſt conteſs, [ abhor the 
Thought, of Chriſtians worrying one another, worle than Wolves ; 
and This, as well on the Ore ſide, as on the Other. But where People 
of Either Perſwaſion,w ill be Yexarieuſly, and Pragmatically Troubleſome 
to the Publique Peace, it 1s but Reaſon they ſhould ſuffer for't. But 
then there are ſeveral ways of Approach,or Advance toward the ſame 
End ;, Seditious Poſitions are every jot as 18, as Seditions Aftions, but 
much meaner : For the One 1s the Authorizang of a Villany, as the O- 
ther is the Executing of it. There is ſomething of Bravery in him 
that Artempes it , . but the. Serter on, 1s a Scandall, even to his own 
Party. 

50 that Thave now Competently explain'd my ſelf concerning the 
Plor,Popery, and Papiſts. For the Firlt, 7 have a perfet Abyorre:ce ; 
and no ſort of Kindneſſe for the Other Tws, as Such. And yet as Papiſts 
are Chriſtians, (and 1 my ſelf one )) I cannot but have a Conſcientious 
reſpe, 1n Common for all the members of That Profeſſion. Beſide that 
as they are mentoo, there are Indiſpenſable Offices of Humanity duz 
from One man to Another; and then there are Certain Confidcrations 
of Alliances, Acquaintances, and Society, which we cannot wholly 
diveſt our ſelves of; without a violence to the. very Inſtin{ts of Rea- 
ſonable N ature, and degenerating into Beaſts, 

Now as to the poynt of Popery, fo far as it is made uſe of as a Po- 
liticall Engine to looſen Soctetyes, and to Authorize Diſobedience ; 7 
look upon it asa Plot upon the Peace of Mankind, in That way of 
applying it: As the Dsſciplinarian Presbytery ;, ( on the Other hand.) 
which 1s the very Counter-part of it. But taking it nakedly, and Ab- 
ffratedly as a Particular Scheme of Faith, and Rel:gion ;, without any 
relation to Temporall matters; my being of Another Opinion will not 
hinder me yet from having the Same Charity for Another man in that 
which _— Erroneous to me, which,in.a thouſand Caſes, / my ſelf 
may ſtand in need of from Others. And This Softneſſe has ſomething 
in it of Complexion, as well as. Fudgment. I cannot endure to ſee 
Children tormenting of poor Birds and ſpitting of Flyzs: And it has 
coſt me many a Six pence, the redeeming of Puppyes, and Kitlinsfrom 
the Cruelty of Boys in the Streets, that were Tearing them to pieces. 
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And This, Do@or, may bedone, I hope, without being of Pee, 
or Ringwood: Religion, But here's more pains taken then needs, to 
gratify Fohn a Nokgs, and Fohn a Stiles ; for my Adverſaryes have yet 


This Modeſty in them, that they are aſham'd both of their Names, - 


and Faces, Theſe Lihellers follow the Example of their Fellow uy 
therers; they ly in wait for the [znocent ;, and it is the work of the 
One to Godfrey Honeſt men out of their Reputation, as the Other did 
that worthy Gentleman Sir Edwwmadbury Godfrey out of his Life. 
But lt ſhall ſuffice that my Conſcience as well as my Acquaintances, 
will acquit me in the matter of Conformity to the Rites,as well as the 
Doftrine of the Church of England; which I haveever aſſerted, both 
with my Per, and Prattice ; and fully anſwer'd all the Tefs of my 
Profeſſion, which the Law requires. 

It will be caſt in my Diſh, | know, that This pretended Aode- 
ration toward Diſſenters is only introduced in favour of a Common 
Indulgence, wherein the Pap:ſ#s may come in for a ſhare ;, and wholly 
Inconſiſtent with the Rzgour I have promoted in all my Writings, to- 
ward the Nen-(onformiſts, But I muſt deſire you, DoCtor, to ob- 
ſerve, that / never oppoſed the Liberty of Thought in Diſagreeing 
Perſwaſions ;, for 'tis impoſlible to bring all men to the ſame appre- 
henſions of the ſame thing. But my buſineſs has been always, in 
This Caſe, to lay open the danger of permitting a Liberty of Pra- 
fice, which muſt of Neceſlity diſſolve the Order, and the Authority 
of the Government : For it is ( effetuaily ) a Tra»ſlation of the Pow- 
er from the Maziſtracy to the People ;, and a Contradittion to the Ob- 
ligation and Intent of Laws; when the Ryle preſcribes to us the do- 
5ng of This, or That, and the Liceaſe, on the Other ſide, ſays we may 
do what we pleaſe. 


. Now I have wip'd off all theſe Aſperſcous, of favouring either 
Plot, Popery, or Papiſts;, or of ſo much as Implying any Inquity in 
the proceedings of the Government : ( nay, have, on the Contrary, 
aſſerted the Zuſtice of it, in This matter; ) It only reſts, that / 
purge my ſelf in the point of a becoming Reſignation, and Reſpect 
to the Kzags Witneſſes; which is the hardeſt thing in the world to 
do, becauſe there appears no Foundation for the Charge ; and how 
ſhall a man prove, or make any thing out of Nothing ? at leaſt, if O- 
ther people can, 7muſt confeſs that / have nor yet the Faculty of 
doing it. But ſince there is no ſubſtantial Ground for This Charge, 
Pray'e DoCtor do but caſt your Eye npon the Pretence. I give you 
the CharaCter of a Loyal, Orthodox man, a Lover of your Coun- 


trey, 
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trey, anda Maſter of your Pez, 1 tell the Government, out of your 
own Mouth, where they ſhall finde the Prieſts and Feſuates ; ſo that 
'tis but purſuing the way that you have chalkt out, for the Retr;- 
ving of them. 1 magnihe your Dyſcovertes. I ſet a jult value upon 
your Performances, 1 prophely that you will be famoxs to Peſterity ; 
and that the great things. you have already done will be follow'd 
with greatey. How comes it now that thoſe Expreſſions which 
would be Paregyricks from another man, ſhould be Libels from me ? 
Or how can any man call it a Scarndall, to ſpeak well of him that 
endeavours t:o ſupport the Government, without implying it to be 
matter of Reputation to deſfigne the Overrurnizg of it ? And how 
again comes B.W. to lug into his Title-Page, by head and ſhoul- 
ders, a Vindication alſo of the Reſt of the Kings Evidences, without 
any Hint, or Mention, in the Book he pretends to anſwer, of any 
other bur your ſelf? The Myſtery is this. There are a ſort of peo- 
ple that will call a man a Defamer of the Kings Evidence, not as a 
Charge, but *tis a kinde of giving the word to the Rabble. As we 
Cry be ſweats, to a Dog when we would have himtake a man by the 
Collar. 

Now as the Offence ought to be puniſh'd, on the Oxe hand, fo the 
Scandal methinks ſhould not go Free, on the Other: and it were 
well if both Parts were agreed, Firſt, upon the Force, and Intend nent 
of That which is called the Kings Evidence ; and Secondly, what it is, 
to defame-it. Every body knows, what it is to ſwear for the King ; 
and that the Witnelle muſt be Fame Integre, and Probzzs. But now 
how far That Qualification extends, will be the Queſtion. He 
that gives Evidence for the King is no further the Kings Witn:ſſe, 
then for ſo much as concerns the ſub;*& matter of his Teſti nony; 
though there are ſome, Iknow, that will have the WHOLE MAN 
to be ſwallow'd ;p, in a manner, and Tranſubſtantiated into the Evi- 
dence ;, as, if everyWord, or Aft (for the purpoſe ) of L*Eſtrange 
were to be reputed as the Word, and ett of the Kings Witneſſe : 
(ſuppoſing Hm ſo to be;, ) And that nothing could be ſpoken of 
him in Ore (apacity, without affefting him in the Other. Now 
under favour, Sir ,. This ' would be fo dangerous a eHi- 
ſtake , that upon the Admittance of it , there' would be no 
longer any Security either for King, or 7 eople. For if my ſpeak- 
ing any thing that is Falſe of one of my Fellow Subjefs, . ſhould 
invalidate the True Evidence | have given for his Majeſty ; what be- 
comes of our Sovereign? And again, if my being an Evidence for the 
King, ſhould entitle me to a priviledge of Abuſing and R——_— 
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other men at pleaſure; what becomes then of the Zeberry of the P.9- 
ple? So that though This Qualification gives me more Cyedze, and 
Eſteem in the world, according to the weight of the Cauſe in Queſti- 
on ; it gives me no more Poyer yet, or Advantage, over my Fellow- 
Subjetts, in Other caſes, then 7 had before. Yours ( 7 mult Confeſs, 
Doctor,, ) is very Particular, in regard of the /mportant Conſequen- 
ces that depend uponit: Andyet This does not hinder, but that the 
lame Rule holds good throughout. 

Asforexample Sir; ſuppoſing me now to be one of the X:ngs 
Witneſſes, would This CharaCtter Authorize ze to place the 
Supreme Power in the People ;, to ſay that the King is only as One 
of the Peers, and that the Houſe of Commons made him what he is 
' Togiveout, how Fle Order the matter of the Sxcceſſion ;z and what 
courſe Ple take with the Privy (ouncil, when the Parliament meets ? 
to repreſent his . Majeſty to be Popiſhly Aﬀetted ; ( though a Premu- 
mire by the Starute 7) to Garble the Benchas I pleaſe ; and to ſay who 
ſhall Ozr, or who Continue; to call Princes, Traytors, and Canary-Birds; 
To pronounce upon This or That man; andſay which Officer ſhall 
ſtand, and which, Fall ; whoſe Offices Ple ſhake,and what Lawn-fleeves 
Ile Ruffle; to Inveigh againſt the Biſhops, as Popiſh; with their An- 
ti-Chriſtian Holy-days ? to ſay Ple be the Death of this man; or I'le have 
the Bloud of t'sther, as the Toy takes me in the Crown : And all This, 
as if my being the Kings Evidence had made me Controller of the Go- 
vernment;, and Subjected the Lives, Libertyes, and Reputations of 
his Majeſtyes good Sjefts to my Arbitration? Theſe are Exceſles 
that a man cannot well-ſuppoſe: Put however, This may ſuffice 
to ſhew that all things are not allowable, even to the Kings Evi- 
dences. 

But ſtill as the Witneſſes are Limited, the One way ; by the Rules of 
Good Manners,and Law..S0 it is not fit for people to make Spore with 
them the Orher ; and (as B.W. ſays )to turn the whole Hiſto- 
ry into R rdicule. But then DoCtor, you muſt diſtinguiſh betwixt a 
mans YVindicating of Himſelf and Defaming You : for otherwiſe men 
muſt fit down and confeſſe themſelves to be Raſcalls as often as you 
are pleas'd to call them ſo, for fear of Blaſting Your Evidence. Now 
though you are pleas'd tocall me tex Thouſand Rogaes, and Villains ; 
( and in very good Company too; ) I am apt tothink yet, that Pm 
never the Leſle Honeſt for your calling me any thing to the Contra- 
ry; andin paſſing This Reflexion upon your 7:temperance and Cho- 
ler ; What wrong is This to your Evidence? Or if it be, you 
may thank your ſelf for't. Muſt I ſtand upon Record for a Yil- 
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-#«in, in a Compliment to your Teſtimony? You tell People that 1 
was a Common Fidler to Oltver,which allmoſt half the Nation knows 
to be Falſe; And from this Inſtance, you would infer my Truck- 
ling to that Uſurper. You do not imagine chat I will yield my ſelf 
to be a Raſcall now, for fear of diſobliging any man by a Contra- 
dition. | do here aftirm to you, DoCtor, that 1 never took Oach, 
Covenant, -or any Engagement whatſoever, from that Party; or in 
any ſort whatſoever comply'd with them. Do but you prove the 
Contrary, and I'le atlow my ſelf to be all the Raſcalls you call me. 
Nay, it is publiquely known, that when | {ay in Newgate, con- 
demn'd to be Hany'd for ſerving his Majeſty, 1 had the Jnterceſſions 
offer'd me-of very Powerfxll Men inthe Party, if I would take the 
Covenant, to endeavour to bring me off, and | refuſed it. And, #: 
fine, ſince I am forc'd upon't, I ſhall here annex Three Papers out of 
Twenty at leaſt, upon the ſame Occaſion, which | publiſh'd npon 
that bloudy Cr:ſis in 1659. here in the Town, ( and honeſt Harry 
Brome got them Printed too, to his very great Hazzard ) when I 
do aſſureyou Doctor, I did not write for Bread.

| Lthough, as Citizens we are redxced toa Neceſſity of Violence; 
and as Chriſtians, obliged to.the Exerciſe of it ; Unleſſe we will 

rather proſtitute our Lives and Libertyes, Fortanes and Reputations ;, 
Nay our very Souls and Altars, to the Lults of a Barbarous and ſa-- 
crilegious Enemy : We have yet ſo great a tenderneſle for Chriſtian 
bloud, as to leave unattempted no means of probability to fave it. 
This is it which hath prevayl'd with us to Declare, Firſt to the 
World, what we Propoſe, and Reſolve, ere.we proceed to further 
Extremities : and to ſatzsfie the Pablzque., as well in the Reaſons of our 
Undertakings, as to 7#/?ifie our ſelves,. in the Menage and Event of 
of them. 

We find, .in the Middeſt of us, the Houſe of Prayer converted into a 
Der of Theeves : - Our Caunſels Aﬀronted by Armed Trowps, our Fel-- 
low-Citizens knock? onthe head, liks Dogs, at their own doors, for not 
ſo much as Barking :Nay, tis become Death, now to deſire to Live ; 
and Adjudg'd Treaſon, but toClaim the benefit of the Law agaiuſt 
it. Witnelle thoſe Infamous Aiurthers committed but Monday laſt, 
upon our «#arm'd friends: and the glorious I»ſolencics of that Rabble, 
towards ſuch of the reſt, asthey ſerzed, and carried away. But this 
is nothing :to make us a yup a Sacrifice, we are tobe Burnt too - 
a thing not only threatned, in the Paſſion of the Tumult, but ſoberly 
intended, for t _ wy their Materials for the work alrea- 
dy : ( a prodigious Quantity of Fire-Balls in Pauls, and Greſham ('lle 
Briefly, a deſign'd for Fire,and Sword, and ry gp a of 
cerns us now, to look a little better to our gracious Guards: ( Not to 
inſiſt upon the loſſeof Trade ; how many thouſand Families have no- 
thing now to do, but Beg, and Curſe theſe wretches? ) The Honour 


/ andSafety of the Go lyes at ſtake : and God fo bleſſe us, as we'll fall 
together. We will not live to ſee our Wives,and, Daughters raviſh'd: 


our Houſes Rifled, and our Children Beggers, that ſhall only live to 
Reproach their cowardly Fathers : and all this doue too by a People, 
which we can as eaſily deſtroy, as mention : by a Party, ſo Barbaroxs, 
and ſo Inconſiderable together, that, certainly, no creature can be 
mean enough, either to ſuffer the one, or ſear the other. In this Exi- 


. gcncy of Afﬀairs, we have found it both our Duty and ous Hxtcreft-to 
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'eAſſociate ;, and we deſire a Bleſſing from Heaven upon us, no other- 
wile, than as we do vigorouſly, and faithfully purſue what we here 
Remonttrate. | ' | | 

Firſt ;, We do engage our ſelves, in the preſence of Almighty God, with 
onr lives and fortunes, to defend the Rights and Liberties of the City of 
LONDON ; and if any perſon that ſubſcribes to this Engagement, ſhall 
be moleſted for ſo doing , We will unanimouſly, and without delay, appear 
as one Man to his Reſcue. d 

Next ; we demand, that all ſuch Troups and Companies, as do not 
properly belong to the Guard of the Cry, nor receive Orders from 
the lawfull Magiſtrates thereof : —that ſuch Forces withdraw them- 
ſelves from the Liberties, within 12. hours after the Publication of 
This : upon pain of being deemed Conſpirators, and of being Proceed- 
ed againſt accordingly, ( for to this extent, both of judgment, and 
Execution, is every Individual qualified in his own defence.) 

We are next, to demand the Enlargement of our Fellow Citizens, 
which were taken away by Force, aid in a tumultnous manner, con- 
trary to the known Laws of the Place, and Nation. 

This being performed, we ſhall acquieſce, in the Enjoyment of 
thoſe Liberties, which we will not loſe but with onr Lives. In Fine, 
to remove all Impediments of the peace we deſire : We do under- 
take, both as Men of Credit,and Juſtice ; that ſich of the Souldiers 
as will betake themſelves to honeſter Employments, ſhall receive 
their Arrears from the City, and ſuch a further care of their future 
well-being, as is ſutable to the Neceſlitys of the One part, and the 
Charity ofthe Other.

The Final Proteſt, and Senſe of the City. 


Fs diligently peruſed two Printed Papers, bearing date, the 
14th. of this inſtant December : The One, in form of a' Procla- 
mation concerning the ſummoning of a Parliament : The. Other” asan 
Order of the Common Counſell, commanding the' City to acquieſce in ex- 
pettation of That Parliament : We find thereiti contained, matters, ſo 
contrary to the Honowr of the Nation, and to the Freedom of the (ry, 
that we ſtand obliged "_ as Engliſh-men, and as Citizens; to Proteſt 
againſt the Impoſitions of the former, as Jllegal, and the Congeſſions of 
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© thee Letter, as a direct Combination againſt us. Theſe Two Papers ate 
Seconded by a Third : ( for the Two are One, both in effeft, and de- 
ſen, ) and that iS, 4 Proclamation of Baniſhment, direCting to the late 
Kings party, under the notion of -the Common Enemy : ſo that 
there's no love loſt betwixt the Committee of Safety, and the Cemmon 
{ouncill, when the General provides for the Peace of the City, and the 
Mayor for the Safety of the Army; not to argue As of Oblivion, and 
the violation of Publique Faith 1n the cale : that they Conditioned for 
their Lives and Liberties, and Compounded for their Fortunes. This 
is not our Concern, what they do ſuffer but what we may, if we truſt 
thoſe, that Keep no Faith with them: And that we'le take a care of : 
When They are Gone, then We are the Common Enemy ;, So are the 
Laws of God, and of the Nation, and juch is every Mun that loves them. 
Whart this Malignant Party is,theſe People talk of, we neither Know, 
nor Medale ; the Gentry 'tis we Live by, and by the Laws of Grari- 
tude, and Hoſpitality, we are bound to Prore# them, and reſolved to 
do it, within our Walls, againſt any other Power, than that of the 
Known Law. The ſhort of the Deſign is This; a Danger is pretend- 
edtothe City, from the late Kings Party, and to prevent the mil. 
chief, the Kind Committee Baniſhes the Gentlemen ;, with Order to the 
Mayor to make ſtrift ſearches for Delinquents. Now in purſuance of 
this precions Order, our Houſes muſt be forced, and we Diſarmed,and 
then, our throats cat, topreſerve the City. Let thoſe that would be 
Chronicled for Slaves, and Fools ; ſubmit to ſuffer this ;, and after that In- 
famous Hour, may aTellow Coat, and a Wooden Dagger, be the Badge 
and Diftinition of a Citizen. Toconclude, We our ielves are That Ci- 
ty, ſo muchthe Care and Cry ofthe Proclamation ; and This is our 
Unanimous ſenſe, and Reſolve. The «Army propoſes to Pill ge, and 
Murther us, the e Arayor, and his worthy Adv:ſ2rs, Ireton, &c.—are 
to hold our Hands, while They give the Blow ; So, that we are now 
to provide beth againſt Force and Treaſon; having One Enemy wv/- 1 
in our Walls, and Arother in our Comnſels. But withall, we have our 
Swords in our Hands, and our Brains in onr Heats ; and only to Srrike 
the One,and to Disbelieve the Other, is to Subdue,and Diſappoint them 
Both. 

We do therefore declare to the World, that we will by Y7olexce 
oppoſe all Yzolence whatſoever , which is not warranted by the Let- 
ter ofthe Eſtabliſhed Law : and that in purſuance of this Daty, both 
toward the N ation, and City, an Inſclent Souldier, and an »«Apo/tare 
Magiſtrate ſhall be to us as the ſame thing.—Not to Word it much 
further, as we will not be Baffled, by eAfronts, fo neither will we be 
Foaled, by Flatieries. After 
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Kfeer the Los of Trade and Liberty, a vaſt expence of Blood, :and 
Treaſure, After navy Inju-ies recerved, more threatned, and none re- 
tryned, We made a ſober, and Regular eApplication, to the Authority 
of the City, for Redrefſe. | his they Promiſed, and we Expetted, till 
at lalt, in {tead of a R-paration for paſt Wrongs, or a Security againſt 
worſe t» come , Weare paid with an-Expetation of a Parliament in Fa- 
mary. This isa L54i44e w: underitandaor. It isin Engliſh, Lye ſtill, 
r4ll we cut your Throats It would be well tro commit thediſpoſitiou of 
our Fortunes, co tho' .p2:»ple, that are atthis Iaftant deſigning an 
Execution upon 04r Perions; and to requite thoſe Worthies, t 
have already Ro2b'4 us of aff we have Loſt, with.the Offer of that lit- 
tle Reſt they have Lefe. Bac this will not do our Buſineſs ; we will 
not have our AMurtherers, for our Fudges : nor will we wait. That 
Parliament they babble of ſo much, will ſcarce Yore up the Ciry again 
out of Aſhes, nor all the Saints in that holy Aſſembly, bring the 
poor Cobler into the world again, that was Kil'd by order of his Bro- 
ther Hewſon. No, the (beat is too ſtale, and we are Determined to 
Redeemour ſelves ; but with this Caution, We do ſolemaly profeſs, 
that we will exerciſe all the Tenderneſſe which poſlibly the Caſe will 
bear: The Common Souldier is engaged rather out of a Heedl:ſs,than 
Malicious Intereſt:: We do therefore Proteſt, that ſach of thoſe as 
ſhall not evidence their Malice, by their Obſtinacy, ſhall receive a 
Fair Conſideration : But, for ſuch as Lead them, we do Reſolve,not 
to allow Quarter to any one of them, that draws his Sword in the 
Quarrel -: And in order to the Quicker, and Gentler Diſpatch of 
the Buſineſs : We conclude with a Text, Fight neither with Small nor 
Great, but with the King of Iſrael. And ſo God give a Bleſling to the ' 

Endeavours of all Honeſt Men.
